Municipal By-Law for Raising a Rev- 
enue vrithin the City of Victoria, B. C 



llWi May, 1869. 

WE the Mayor and Councillors, in Council convened by virtue^ 
of thd poorer and authority by an Act intituled " The Victovia!j 
Municipal Ordinance, 1867," and " The Victoria Municipal Amend 
ment Ordinance, 1869."

AVHEKEAS it is cxpeclicnt for the f^ood govermnciit of Uic City| 
Victoria that au Annual liovcnue be raisod lor Muiicipal purposes:^ 



Be it therefore Enacted by the Mayor and Councillors of the^ 
City of Victoria, as follows : | 

T. That from and after the passage of this By-Law, the General' 
Municipal Eevenue shall be raised, levied and collected for the use ofj 
the Mayor and Council of the City of Victoria from such sources as' 
are hereinafter provided, viz.: 1 

Owners of Real Estate in respect of such estate (including im- 
provementa thereon) within tlio City limits. 

Persons carrying on any Trade or Business by Wholesale withinte 

the City limits. 

Persons carrying on any other Trade, Business or Calling withinj 
the City limits. ' ' ' 

Persons keeping Horses for private use within the City limits. 

Owners of all Dogs running at large within the City limits. 

II. There shall be raised, levied and collected upon and from all^j 
owners of Real Estate (including improvements thereon) within thc| 
City limits (except the Real Jistate and improvcinculs thereon tliat| 
are exempted by the "Victoria Municipal Ordinance, 1807,") an 

, Annual Rate of One-Third of One per Centum on the market value 
thereof. 

III. There shall be levied on and from all persons carrying onfe 
any Trade or Business by Wholesale, an Annual Rate of $20. | 

IV. There shall be levied on an from all persons carrying on anv 
other Trade, Business or Calling, an Annual Rate of $5. 

For the purposes of this By-Law the term " Wholesale Trader' 
shall be held to mean Bankers, Proprietors ol Express Offices, Auc 
tioneers, Water Companies, Brewers, Gas Companies, Insurance^ 
Companies, Coal Mercliants, and all persons who sell articles in Bulk 
or Unbroken Packages, and Liquors under a Wholesale Licence. 

And all persons selling Goods, Wares, Merchandise or other 
Chattels, other than as a Wholesale Trader, within the City_ limitsj 
shall be deemed liable to the payment of tlie Annual Rate of $5; and! 
all persons selling by Wholesale and Retail shall be liable to tliej 
Payment of both Rates. 

V. There shall be levied upon and from the Owners of all Dogsj 
running at large an Annual Rate of §2 for each Dog. 

VI. There shall be levied upon all persons keeping Horses for| 
their private use an Annual Rate of $2 50 for each Horse. 

VII. Prom and after the pas.-inif (if this By-Law the Municipal! 
Assessment Roll made by the .Mniiicipal Council of the City off 
Victoria, dated the lotli of Scptcuiber, isiis, s^hall (anything in tliei 
"Municipal Ordinance, ISiiT," to the contrary notwithstanding,) bel 
and continue to be the Assessment Roll for the said City, subject 
(after the present year) to Ijc altered and amended from time to timej 
as by law provided. 

VIII. The Municipal Assessment Roll may be inspected by any 
person, at all reasonable times, free of any charge whatever. 

IX. Any Notice under this 15y-Law roipiired to be served on any 
Owner of Real Estate, or otlier person, in respect of Assessments or 

■ money due on account of Assc.-sments under this liy-Iiaw, shall be 
served either personally or by Icaviiif)^ the same (or depositing it in the 
• Post Office, in an enclosure addressed to such owner or otlier |ierson 
' fis aforesaid) at his or her last kriowii place ol' uliodc; and in case f^uch 
owners arc unknown or cannot be found, by alfixing a copy thereof atg 
or on some conspicuous part of each Town Lot or other piece of land 
or property, in respect of which the Assessment therein relerrcd to 
shall have been made.

XVI. Prom and after the date of 'Registration as aforesaid, the 
amount covered by any and every 'sudb charge shall bear Interest at 
the Rate of Eighteen per Centum per Annum ; and after the expira-

which suich Charge has been .Registered shall and may . be sold by 
Public Auction. 

XVII. Any Person or Persons using any Occupation, Trade or 
Business as specified above, and liable to pay a Rate or Tax iu 
respect of the same, shall previously to entering upon such Business, 
Occupation or Trade obtain from the Clerk of the Municipal Council 

■ a ^eQcipt for the aoiount for which he or they shall have, been A8898sed 
such' receipt to be in the Form marked "A" in the Schedule hereunto 
annexed. 

XVIII. Every person keeping a Horse or Horses within the City 
limits for Private Use who shall fail to pay to tho Clerk of the 
Municipal Council Yearly in advance as aforesaid, the Sum of Two 
Dollars and Fifty Cents for each and every Horse kept by him,' shall 
be liable to a Penalty not exceeding the Sura of Twcnty-Pive Dollars 
for each and every such Horse so kept by him. 

XIX. The Owner of any Dog allowed to run at large failing to 
pay to the Clerk of the Municipal Council yearly in advance as afore- 
said, the Sum of Two Dollars for each and every Dog so owned by 
him, or permitting such Dog to run at large without tho Collar and 
Tag or Mark hereinafter referred to, shall be liable to a Penalty uot 
exceeding Ten Dollars. 

XX. On Payment of the Rate or Tax made pnyable by Section 5 
of this By-Law, the Clerk of the Council will furnish the Owner of 
tho Dog or Dogs in respect of which the Rate or Tax has been paid, 
with alieccipt and also a Tag or Mai-k, wliicli nuist bo attached by 
the Owner thereof to a collar placed around the neck of each Dog. 

XXI. The harborer of any Dog for the space of One Month shall 
be deemed the Owner thereof. 

XXII. In the construction of this By-Law words importing the 
Singular Number or the Masculine Gender only, shall bo understood 
to include several matters as well as one matter, and several persons 
as well as one person, and Bodies Corjjorate as well as individuals, 
and females as well as males; and words importinir the Plural Number 
shall be understood to apply to one matter as well as more than one, 
nidess such meanings shall be repugnant to or inconsistent with tho 
context.
